PRAGUE. (A*)—The Czechoslo¬ 
vak government announced today 
tha- German troops had penetrat¬ 
ed beyond the new Czechoslovak- 
German frontier in six instances 
and reported several disorders in 
connection with German occupa¬ 
tion. 

Three Czechoslovak state police 
and several members of the Sude¬ 
ten German free corps were said 
to have been wounded in ma¬ 
chine gun battle on an Elbe river 
bridge near Aussig. The Czecho¬ 
slovaks captured a machine gun 
and freed a police inspector who 
had been taken prisoner. 

One Czechoslovak soldier was 
reported injured near Kdyne by 
tree corps troopers who kicked and 
beat him. 


MOSCOW, (A^—Soviet Russia’s 
leading airmen today solemnly de¬ 
nounced Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
in a statement accusing him of 
spreading lies about Soviet air 
strength to give Prime Minister 
Chamberlain of Britain arguments 
tor the surrender of Czecho¬ 
slovakia. 

The statement, published in the 
communist party newspaper 
Pravda, called Lindbergh a 
"stupid liar, a lackey and a flat¬ 
terer 01 Germsm Fascists.” It 
WEIS signed by ten Russian air 
heroes Euid Civil Aviation C!hief 
Vasily Molokoff. 

AID FOR HITLER 

It accused Lindbergh of telling 
guests of Lady Astor In London 
that Germany’s air fleet was 
powerful enough to defeat the 
combined air strength of France, 
England, the Soviet Union and 
Czechoslovakia. 

His purpose, the statement said, 
was to provide Chamberlain with 
arguments for handing over parts 
of Czechoslovakia to Adolf Hitler.

Felony charges of criminal con¬ 
spiracy were filed by Dlst. Atty. 
W. F. Menton today against 
printers and distributors of the 
"Fools Rush In” political pam¬ 
phlet, Eis the district attome in¬ 
ferred the men were withholding 
information leading to arrest of its 
author. 

As the grand jury continued 
calling witnesses, Menton filed a 
five-count complaint with Justice 
of the Peace Kenneth Morrison, 
remarking the defendants ’’must 
have some information more than 
they have divulged,” Eind putting 
the issue squarely up to the de¬ 
fendants to talk or face possible 
imprisonment for a maximum of 
eight years. 

5 ACCUSED 

Named as defendants in the 
complaint, signed by Investigator 
R. H. Sandon of Menton’s office, 
were Burt Harwich Eind Robert 
Elliott, printers of the defamatory 
pamphlet which appeared before 
the Aug. 30 primary; Eddie Tay¬ 
lor, employe of the Atlas Distrib¬ 
uting company; "J. M. Paulsen," 
elusive figure who is supposed to 
have ordered the printing from 
Harwich and Elliott; and S. S. 
Whitman, mysteriously - missing 
manager of the distributing 
agency. 

Whitman’s reported disappear¬ 
ance also caused Menton to file 
his complaint immediately, he in¬ 
dicated. The manager has been 
missing since Sept. 29, when he 
failed to return to his Los An¬ 
geles apartment. He took no lug¬ 
gage, and relatives had received 
no word from him. 

5 COUNTS 

The complaint charged five 
counts, three of criminal conspir¬ 
acy and two of criminal libel, Itst- 
_i g tour “overt acts” In the con- 
(^!pi';lcy ahegations. 

First count specified criminal 
conspiracy to violate Section 62-A 
of the penal code, providing pun¬ 
ishment for publication of pam¬ 
phlets designed to injure candi¬ 
dates without showing names of 
responsible persona 

Second and third counts alleged 
conspiracy to commit criminal 
libel against A. B. Berry, editor of 
a local tabloid weekly, and George 
Holden, candidate for district at¬ 
torney, respectively. Character of 
both men was attacked in the 
pamphlet, which also said Holden’s 
campaign was being supported by 
gambling interests. 

Fourth and fifth counts alleged 
actual commission of criminal libel 
against the same two men. 

Meanwhile the grand jury went 
into session again, still attempting 
to get evidence pointing toward 
the defamatory leaflet’s author.

Investigation of robbery and possible murder chEmges against 
a Seal Beach man who assertedly forced two compEuiions to look 
on while he attempted suicide was being conducted today by Long 
Beach police. 

At gun’s point the two men, Joe and John White of Talbert, 
were forced to look on yesterday while James K. Cute, 25, attempted 
to end his life by slashing himself with a razor, the brothers told 
Seal Beach police who arrested the trio. 

Police said today they were questioning Cute about the recent 
slaying of a Los Angeles couple near Palos Verdes, and also about 
the $15 holdup of a Long Beach service station Saturday. 

The Whites, who, officers said, were carrying arms, were also 
held for investigation. Seal Beach police reported. ’They said they 
met Cute in a Seal Beach cafe, later accompanying him to his cot¬ 
tage where the alleged suicide attempt took place. 


BERLIN. (A’)—Informed circles 
today interpreted Chancellor Hit¬ 
ler’s Saarbruecken speech as a 
warning to Germany that the fu¬ 
ture .still carries war dangers. 

The chancellor declared that 
Germany was ready ’’for a policy 
of understanding with our neigh¬ 
bors, but was preparing herself 
defensively more than ever. 

He indicated that Germany 
would continue especially to keep 
an eagle eye on three British 
statesmen—former Foreign Secre¬ 
tary Anthony Eden, former first

Cooper and Winston Churchill, 
first lord of the admiralty during 
the World war — whom he de¬ 
scribed as ’’leftovers from Ver¬ 
sailles.”

First payment on the 1938 lima 
bean crop is to be distributed to 
Orange county members of the 
California Lima 


November on- beans harvested 
during this month. Threshing is 
still in progress in this county, 
although officials said it is rap¬ 
idly coming to a close. 

Local associations affiliated 
with the California Lima Bean 
Growers association include the 
San Joaquin, Greenville and 
Smeltzer bean associations. 

Lima beans are one of the coun¬ 
ty’s rarest crops, being produced 
here and a few other Southern 
California counties and on the IsH 
land of MEidagasgar, but nowhere 
else in the world. There is an es¬ 
timated 15,000 acres in lima beans 
in the county. 

Officials said today the final 
payment on this year’s crop would 
be made sometime next fall. The 
remaining few thou.sand sacks of 
last year’s crops are now being 
I sold.

BERLIN. (A*) — Sixteen pas.sen- 
gers, all Germans, and a Belgian 
crew of four were killed today 
when a Belgian airliner crashed 
near Soest, in the Ruhr valley in 
north western Germany. 

An eyewitness said the plane 
lost a wing in midair. It was an 
Italian-made Savoia, type S83. It 
was flying through rain and fog 
which covered western Germany 
this afternoon. 

Reports from the .scene said bod¬ 
ies were scattered over an area 
about 1000 feet long. Searching 
parties bf;gan to recover them. 

The passengers were said to 
have fallen or jumped from the 
plane before it crashed in flames. 
The liner was on its regular Brus- 
scl.s-E.ssen-Berlin run. 

Pilot Van Den Eynde had flown 
more than 621,000 miles in the 
service of Sabena.

MOVIE FIGHT 
IN HIGH COURT 

WASHINGTON. (Ab —The su¬ 
preme court consented today to 
review a decree enjoining a group 
of motion picture distributors and 
Texas exhibitors from alleged vio^ 
lation of the anti-trust laws. ^ 

The distributors and exhibitors 
appealed from the northern Texas 
federal district court. Last term 
the high court remanded the same 
case to the district court for fur¬ 
ther proceedings. 

Motion picture producers and 
distributors who appealed were 
Columbia Pictures Corporation, 
Twentieth Century Fox, Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer, Paramount, RKO, 
United Artists, Universal, Vita- 
graph. The exhibitors were Texas 
Consolidated Theaters, Inc., and 
Interstate Circuit. Inc., operators 
of Texas theaters. 

The government contended .he 
exhibitors and distributors agreed 
that films shown at first run 
houses could not be shown at sec¬ 
ond nm theaters unless the lat¬ 
ter agreed to charge a minimum 
price of 25 cents for lower floor 
seats at night. Some also had to 
agree not to show double fea¬ 
tures. 

These agreements, the district 
court found, formed a "combina¬ 
tion and conspiracy” and "effected 
an unreasonable restraint of in¬ 
terstate commerce.”

iChinese Claim Two Foe Brigades, 20,000 Men, Annihilated 
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ONLY 110 MEN 
SURVIVE, SAYS 
HANKOW CHIEF 

HANKOW. (JP> — Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek's headquarters 
announced today that two full 
Japanese brigades, totaling 20,000 
men, had been annihilated in a 
three-day battle near Teian, 130 
miles southwest of Hankow. 

The official announcement de¬ 
scribed the engagement as the 
most complete and overwhelming 
Chinese victory of the war and 
said only 200 men of the two 
brigades left the battlefield alive. 

The reported victory came on 
the eve of the 27th anniversary 
of the revolution against the Man- 
chu monarchy and the news was 
wirelessed to Chinese troops on 
all fronts in time for today’s na¬ 
tionwide celebration of Chinese 
Independence day. 

The Generalissimo’s brief an¬ 
nouncement stated that a Chinese 
counter offensive last night drove 
the Japanese from "Tiger’s Point” 
highlands, northwest of Teian on 
the Kiukiang-Nanchang railway, 
and ten surrounded and annihi¬ 
lated two brigades. 

One brigade each from the 101st 
and the 106th divisions was said 
to have been wiped out. The com- 
mimique said that this morning 
the battlefield was littered with 
thousands of Japanese corpses, 
dead horses, and huge quantities 
of munitions, supplies and heavy 
equipment. 

A Chinese army spokesman said 
the "Tiger’s Point” victory would 
effectively check the Japanese 
Southern Yangtze campaign, par¬ 
ticularly the Japanese drives to¬ 
ward Nanchang and westward to¬ 
ward the Canton-Hankow railway. 

There are no foreign military 
observers or newspaper corre¬ 
spondents in the vicinity of the 
reported victory at present.

Scientists Devise Way to 
Find Poisonous Fumes by 
Causing Them to Cast Shadow 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y. (Ah— 
Science has discovered a new way 
to detect Invisible poisonous fumes 
by causing them to cast shadows. 

The first application was an¬ 
nounced today by the general elec-, 
trie company. It is a detector for 
mercury vapor, a growing health 
risk in industry. The detector was 
developed in the research labora¬ 
tory by T. T. Woodson. 

The shadows arc obtained by u.se 
of the physical law that any vapor 
will absorb the same color of 
light that it emits when excited. 
Mercury’s light is blue and ultra¬ 
violet. 

The shadow detector uses a lamp 
giving these colors. The beams 
shine through a short tunnel. Sam¬ 
ples of air can be sucked into this 
tunnel. If they contain mercury 
vapor, some of the blue and ultra¬ 
violet light is absorbed. 

The result is a slight shadow, 
not enough to be visible to the 
eye, but plenty for detection by a 
photo-electric tube which stands at 


the tunnel’s end. 'Ihe remarkable 
new fact is that an unbelievably 
small amount of mercury vapor— 
as little as one part to a billion 
parts of air- -casts this shadow 
distinctly. 

The photo cube turns on a red 
light signalizing the presence of 
the poison. No detector of poison 
fumes as sensitive as this has been 
knoevn before. 

The shadow reveals that the 
poisonous vapor forms above even 
a few drops of n'.ercury exposed 
at room temperature. 

Mr. Woodson demon.strates this 
with an uncorked, half filled bottle 
of mercury. Tilting it in pouring 
position, but without permitting 
mercury to run out, he holds a 
thimble to catch the invisible va¬ 
por, the same as if pouring water 
into a glass. Mercury vapor pours 
downward. 

When the seemingly empty thim¬ 
ble is placed in the tunnel, the 
red light flashe.s, proving that the 
vapor runs out of an open bottle.

As it may, even now 
Mein Kampf is read on occasions 
from some church pulpits in place 
of the scriptures. In certain parts 
of the country, too, one sees death 
notices saying that the deceased 
"died in the faith of Adolf Hit-

ler” instead of the usual scriptural 
quotation. 

More and more the fuehrer Is 
employing Mohammed-like expres¬ 
sions in his public utterances. He 
speaks in the language of the 
prophets. These sayings are care¬ 
fully preserved and cultivated. 

Newspapers and speakers have 
fallen into the custom of starting 
off a quotation from Hitler, with 
“thus spake the fuehrer.” The 
dally papers frequently print one 
of his sayings at the top of the 
front page as the great thought of 
the day. This takes the place of 
the customary words of wisdom 
from the Bible or some historic 
personage of the past. 

The Nazi movement glorifies 
the German as a superman. He 
talks direct with heaven. Above 
the ordinary run of Germans 
stands the great twentieth century 
prophet Adolf Hitler. In Hitler’s 
spiritual leadership lies his strong¬ 
est hold on the people. It follows 
that Nazidom’s greatest strength 
is here. 


Winrnt S ACCUSED OF 
AUTO ROBBERY FEIONIESIN 
HELD SOLVED LEAFLET QUIZ 
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NEW YORK. (Ah—The World- 
Telegram says District Attorney 
William F. X. Geoghan of Brook¬ 
lyn has information which will 
solve the daring $427,000 hold-up 
of an armored car in 1634 as well 
as two slayings heretofore not 
known to be connectefl with the 
robbery. 

The newspaper says that au¬ 
thorities, after four years of in¬ 
tensive Investigation now, for the 
first time, have a true picture of 
the crime, the events leading up to 
and following it, together with the 
identities of all the characters and 
the roles they played. 

The first of the slayings — a 
technical homicide arising out of 
an alleged surgical operation — 
was said to be that of Bennie 
MacMahon, a member of the 
stick-up gang whose nude body 
was found stuffed in a trunk four 
days after the hold-up. 

The other death, the paper says, 
was that of John (Fats) Manning. 
MacMahon’s buddy, also a partici¬ 
pant in the hold-up. Manning was 
shot to death July 9. 1936, in Up¬ 
per Manhattan, Police were said 
to have learned that Manning 
vowed he would avenge Mac¬ 
Mahon’s death and they expect to 
link his shooting to the man al¬ 
legedly responsible for the Mac¬ 
Mahon slaying. 

The armored car hold-up, larg¬ 
est cash robbery in New York po¬ 
lice history, occurred at the Rubel 
Ice plant in Bath Beach, Brooklyn, 
Aug. 21, 1934, Heretofore police 
had doubted the crime would ever 
be solved, officially, although a 
number of criminals known by po¬ 
lice to have participated have been 
taken into custody and later re¬ 
leased when witnesses failed to 
Identify them. 

The paper says it learned 
Geoghan is ready to order the ar¬ 
rest of five persons, who with 
nine others either in jail or dead, 
are implicated in the hold-up and 
the two slayings related to it. 

’The five are expected to be 
taken into custody soon, after the 
return of Geoghan’s assistant, 
Francis A. Madden, and Deputy 
Chief Inspector John J. Ryan who 
last week went to the west coast 
to question two of the hold-up 
gang now in Alcatraz prison.

"Supposing after Chamberlain 
(British prime minister) there 
came Cooper or Eden or Churchill ?

(Duff Cooper resigned as first 
lord of the admiralty Oct. 1 and 
Eden resigned as foreign secre¬ 
tary Feb. 20, both in disagreement 
with Chamberlain’s foreign policy. 
Churchill frequently has criticized 
Chamberlain in the house of com¬ 
mons.) 

“We must, therefore, always be 
ready for peace but in every hour 
prepared for defense,” he con¬ 
tinued. "I have, therefore, de¬ 
cided to continue to build up our 
fortifications with increased in¬ 
tensity. 

“I will now include two dis¬ 
tricts — Aachen and Saarbrucken 
—in the fortifications chain. 

"On the other hand, I am glad 
,to be able to say that certain 
measures of security necessary in 
these past critical weeks and 
months will be rescinded in the 
next few days. 

“Reservists will be discharged. 
I am happy to thank them here 
for what they did.” 

Hitler spoke at a demonstration 
on Liberty field following the ded¬ 
ication yesterday morning of the 
Saarland people’s theater which 
Propaganda Minister Paul Joseph 
Goebbels described as the most 
j modern in Germany. It is the 
chancellor’s gift to the Saar pop¬ 
ulation In recognition of loyalty 
to Germany. 

"As a strong state,” Hitler de¬ 
clared, “we are now ready at any 
time for a policy of understand¬ 
ing. 

"We want nothing of others. 
We merely want peace. 

"This is especially true of our 
relations with Britain. It would 
be good, however, if in Britain 
certain leftovers from Versailles 
were discarded. We simply can¬ 
not stand for a governess-like 
guardianship.

WASHINGTON. iJB — The su¬ 
preme court refused today to re¬ 
view Thomas J. Mooney’s latest 
appeal for release from San 
Quentin penitentiary, 

Mooney is serving a life sen¬ 
tence for complicity in the 1916 
Preparedness day parade comb¬ 
ing in San Francisco. 

Justices Black and Reed took 
the rarely used step of denoting 
their dissent to the court’s order 
which apparently closed the door 
to any hope that Mooney may ob¬ 
tain release through court action 
—unless new evidence should be 
discovered. 

It still is possible for a governor 
of California to grant a pardon. 

Refusal of a review means that 
the high tribunal declined to in- 
terefere with a decision against 
Mooney by the California supreme 
court. 

The Mooney action was one of 
approximately 300 petitions for 
review upon which the coui t act¬ 
ed today. 

The large number accumulated 
during the four months’ summer 
recess. 

The announcement for each case 
consisted usually of only one word 
—"granted” or "denied.” 

The outcome of litigation inf 
volving interpretation of the na¬ 
tional labor relations act follows: 

(1) The Ford Motor company 
obtained a review of its contention 
that the national labor relations 
board should not be permitted to 
withdraw litigation involving an 
order directed against the auto¬ 
mobile concern. Argument was 
set for November 7. 

Ford had appealed from a fed¬ 
eral circuit court ruling at Cov¬ 
ington, Ky,, permitting the board 
to recall an order directing the 
company to reinstate 29 employes 
at Michigan plants. The board 
wished to amend its procedure. 

(2) The court also agreed to 
review a ruling by the labor board 
that men who strike in connection 
with a labor dispute retain the 
status of employes even though 
under contract not to strike. The 
board appealed from an adverse 
ruling by the seventh circuit court 
at Chicago in a case involving the 
Columbian Enameling and Stamp¬ 
ing Company, Inc., of Terre Haute, 
Ind. 

(3) The tribunal consented to 
review a decision by the sixth 
federal circuit court denying en¬ 
forcement of a labor board order 
directing the Sands Manufactur¬ 
ing company of Cleveland, O., to 
reinstate employes. It was ruled 
by the lower court that the com¬ 
pany had negotiated with its em¬ 
ployes until they chose shutting 
down the plant in preference to 
hiring outsiders to work in one 
department. 

(4) The Memphis Furniture 
Manufacturing company failed to 
obtain a review of its contention 
that its activities were local and 
hence the labor board had no au¬ 
thority over it. The sixth circuit 
court of appeals upheld an order 
directing the reinstatement of 13 
employes. 

In other actions, the high 
tribunal: 

Refu.sed to Interfere with the 
convictions of Charles (Lucky) 
Luciano and five others sentenced 
to long prison terms as members 
of a New York City vice ring. 

Douglas Fairbanks, motion pic¬ 
ture actor and producer, failed to 
obtain a review of a lower court 
decision that he should pay the 
federal government $72,185 addi¬ 
tional income tax for 1937, 1928 
and 1929. 

The Mooney case involving the 
prisoner’s contention that he wa.s 
convicted by perjured te.stimony. 
He also asserted that California 
officials had "wilfully and know¬ 
ingly suppressed” evidence in his 
favor.

The Bureau of Field Crops is en¬ 
gaged in regulatory work and en- 
forees provisions of the agricul¬ 
tural code relating to labeling 
agricultural seed, registration of 
public grain warehouses, and com¬ 
mercial feeding stuffs.

Here’s a typical standardization 
case: freezing temperatures on the 
nights of January 7-10 last year 
and again on the night of January

other semi-tropical fruits, as well 
as to certain vegetable crops. This 
forced the department to take im¬ 
mediate steps to prevent the 
movement to market of these 
damaged commodities.

Brock says constant vigilance is 
required on the part of the per¬ 
sonnel of the standardization bu¬ 
reau to inspect the commodities 
properly and carry out the pro¬ 
visions of the act. (The bureau, 
in addition to its other work, also 
inspects truck loads of fruits, 
vegetables and eggs leaving or 
entering California.)

cost to local government. Chief 
requisites of this program include 
an integration of the various re¬ 
lief agencies, a maximum of local 
control and a minimum of local 
cost. 

At the afternoon session, this 
program received the approval of 
those present, with the under¬ 
standing that no money should go 
to this program which would be 
raised by a state ad valorem tax 
on property. 

After luncheon the group was 
addressed briefly on several phases 
of the fall ballot proposals.

1,000,000 Railmen Handle as 
Much Freight as Twice That 
Force 18 Years Ago, Claim 


Franco sidetracked the commit¬ 
tee plan some weeks ago by mak¬ 
ing its acceptance conditional upon 
granting or belligerent rignts 
the Insurgents.

WASHINGTON. (A>)—L. E. Kel¬ 
ler, research director for the 
Brotherhood of Maintenance of 
Way employes, told the Presi¬ 
dent’s fact finding board today 
that a million railroad workers 
are now handling more gross 
freight business than 2,000,000 
handled 18 years ago. 

Keller gave the board statistics 
showing that the pay of rail 
workers has dropped 38.6 per 
cent per freight ton mile since 
1920, while the cost to the public 
of shipping a ton of freight a 
mile has declined only 11.1 per 
cent. 

Testimony by the brotherhoods 
began the final week of the 
board’s hearings, ordered by the 
President after the unions voted 
to strike rather than accept a 15 
per cent pay cut. 'The carriers 
completed their testimony last 
week. 

Keller as.serted that the railroads 
had failed to give the public, in re¬ 
duced freight rates, the savings 
they realized in wages. If this 
had been done, he said, business 


of transportation would have been 
reduced. 

He testified that in the period 
since 1920 total W'ages received by 
rail workers dropped 46 per cent 
and the portion of operating rev¬ 
enues used to pay wages dropped 
20 per cent. 

“The length of trains has in¬ 
creased by 26 per cent and the 
speed of trains has risen 53 per 
cent,” Keller said. "But with long¬ 
er, heavi'W and faster trains we 
have made railroading so efficient 
that a person is safer today in a 
railroad passenger car than in his 
own home. 

“Operating t xpenses, including 
wages, have fallen 46.5 per cent, 
much more than the decline in rail¬ 
way operating revenues and the 
roads have been granted freight 
and pas.senger rate increases by 
the interstate commerce commis¬ 
sion, but still the railways Just 
will not put aws.y their crutch and 
tin cup.” 

Keller warned that if railway 
wages were reduced, a general 
wage cutting campaign might

"Several thousand televiewers,” 
he says, “have seen several fash¬ 
ion shows, vaudeville acts, a de¬ 
tective drama, science demonstra¬ 
tions, motion picture travelogs, 
puppet shows, newsreels, high and 
low comedy, instumental soloists, 
vocalists and, most notable of all, 
a recent television presentation of

Television pictures, originally 
tinted green, are now received in 
black and white. "The new shad¬ 
ing closely resembles that of the 
movies," says O. B. Hanson, 
NBC’s chief engineer, "which we 
find is healthful and agreeable to 
the eyes.” 

The technical troubles of tele¬ 
vision used to be the only ones 
emphasized. Now, says Hanson, 
the engineering side is so far 
ahead of the program side that 
it will take considerable time for 
the latter to catch up. 

The engineers still have their 
problems, though. Hanson finds 
the present television screen, 7% 
by 10 inches, too small for ideal 
reception. “We don't want to en¬ 
large it indefinitely,” he explains, 
but our experiments Indicate that 
in the average living room a 
12.by-6-lnch screen is most satis¬ 
factory.”

"Studio action being televized 
at rather close range, I have found 
it expedient to design each set 
like the panel of a Japanese 
screen, each panel of which com¬ 
prises a separate background.

lens. Compared with stage and 
radio, I think television gives the 
actor a greater incentive for emo¬ 
tional expression."

Save Gasoline; Your Neck, Too 

Driving at moderate speeds saves lives, of course. 
But it also saves gasoline—which fact might make dollar- 
coiiscious motorists more careful, whether or not they 
are responsible enough to care about safety. 

The Automobile Club of Koulhem California has fig¬ 
ures to prove the economy of careful driving, taken from 
the U. S. Bureau of Standards. 

If your car gets 18.7 miles to the gallon at 10 miles 
an hour, it gets slightly more—18.9—at 20. From then 
on the faster you go, the more gasoline you bum per mile. 

At 30 miles an hour your car would travel 18 miles 
for every gallon burned. At 40 the mileage drops to 16.4, 

14.6 at 50, 12.6 at 60, 10.6 at 70 miles an hour. At 80 
miles an hour the car bums a gallon of gasoline for every 

8.6 miles. 

Proving that if you happen to value your pocketbook 
above your neck it still pays to keep the accelerator off 
the floorboard. 


American Fascists 

Socialist Norman Thomas, hater of Fascism in every 
form, denounces officials of Hudson county. New Jersey, 
for permitting a mob to stone “Fuehrer” Fritz Kuhn and 
break up a Nazi Bund rally at Union City. Says Mr. 
Thomas: 

“That mob was doing more to promote Fascism in 
America than Fritz Kuhn ever can. True Americanism 
must win by proving that it does not have to act with 
Nazi brutality.” 

Eternally right! Herr Kuhn and his impudent fellow 
fanatics, though they hold 10,000 rallies unmolested, will 
not convert the United States to Hitlerism. The greater 
danger is from Americans who think they are fighting 
Fascism when they behave like Fascists — who employ 
against the silly “American Nazis” the typical German 
Nazi weapons of violence and suppression. 


NEW YORK.—Now that the Dies 
committee has placed our Hitier- 
true nazis and naturalized Italian 
fascists and the consuls of both na- 
i tions over the same barrel where 
lately the communist conspirators 
were getting their licks, there 
comes from the ranks of the bolos 
and their “fellow-travelers” no 
such strident protests as recently 
decried the committee’s red hunt. 

The bolos and their "fellow- 
travelers” called that phase of the 
: investigation of un-American ac- 
i tivities a red hunt, and I see no 
I reason to pretend otherwise. Red 
I hunting, like the hunting of nazi 
I and fascist conspirators against 
j the American form of government, 

I is a legitimate duty of that gov- 
j emment. The investigation of naz- 
I ism and fascism has followed the 
i same general line as the investiga- 
I tion of communistic activities and 
! has been, unfortunately, superficial 
j and unskilled. The assignment is 
! one that deserved better talent and 
more serious intentions on the part 
I of the house of representatives. But 
as a result of the spade work of the 
Dies committee congress may now 
be encouraged to give these dan¬ 
gers the thorough attention that 
they deserve. 

MOSCOW BEAM 

It may be remembered that when 
the Dies committee was revealing 
the communist influence in the 
CIO, the WPA, the Workers’ Alli¬ 
ance and the league for peace and 
democracy, and tracing the beam 
of inspiration from Moscow to the 
American communist group, ridi¬ 
cule, insult and deliberate misrep¬ 
resentation were the answer from 
the far left. Now it is the turn of 
the nazi bund and the Italian con¬ 
spirators to defend themselves, and 
it may be noted that, like the com¬ 
munists, they rely on irrelevances 
rather than disproof. 

If the bolos had resented the in¬ 
vestigation of communisjn on the 
ground that communism holds an 
exclusive franchise for un-Ameri¬ 
can activities, having pioneered 
the field, they would have justi¬ 
fied their approval of the current 
hunt tor nazis and fascists. But 
they took the position that any 
such interference at all was of it¬ 
self an un-American activity and 
thereby assumed a duty to deplore 
with equal passion the present in¬ 
trusion into the impudent treach¬ 
eries of their rivals. 

The communists have been ad¬ 
vertising their Russian product as 
a twentieth century Americanism, 
forgetting that a nazi or fascist, 
having the same moral principles, 
might with equal truth—which is 
to say none at all—and probably 
with more effect, describe his ism 
as Jefferson and Lincoln in stream¬ 
line version. 

WORKERS ENEMIES 

The communists have taken to 
themselves the word “worker,” for¬ 
getting, again, that the workers of 
Italy and Germany are now their 
enemies and that in this country 
millions of people who work will 
angrily resent the implication that 
because they detest all alien con- 
! spiracy and reptilian methods in 
I their own country they must be 
' loafers and drones. 

I It is too easily forgotten that 
I Mussolini, the originator of fas- 
' cism, was himself once a radical 
; socialist, given to scurrilous writ- 
' ing about the Italian government, I 
I the church and God Almighty, and i 
that fascism, from which Hitler ! 
copied nazism, is but a custom job j 
mounted on the old standard Marx¬ 
ian chassis. The paint job and 
shape of the hood vary in Italy and 
Germany, compliant with local 
needs and lunacies, but Mussolini 
and his plagiarist playmate are 
driving the same jalopy that Jos¬ 
eph Stalin rides in. 

The method of penetration in this 
country is the same on both sides. 
The communist party, to remove 
the appevance of foreign control, 
organized under American laws as 
an American group. The fascists 
and nazis, never original and al¬ 
ways faithful in essential matters 
to the master model in Moscow, 
work through anti - American 
groups of naturalized conspirators 
under verbal guidance from offi¬ 
cial emissaries stationed in our 
midst.

Science News

Chasing a thrill is the pursuit of 
the very young. 

Children want to coast down 
precipitous hills; they want to beat 
on tin pans, to ride on the merry- 
go-round and climb on a trapeze, 
or to be swung by their heels. 

A little older, they have the same 
zest for bright lights and action. 
They go in for skiing, for speed¬ 
boat racing, for fast driving on 
crowded highways and for quarrel¬ 
some parties at night clubs. 

Even war has its attraction be¬ 
cause it brings excitement and vio¬ 
lently disrupts all habits and rou¬ 
tine. 

Life that is too easy may lead to 
restlessness. The pacing of the floor 
by a caged animal or by an idle 
human is nature’s way of trying to 
keep the organism fit. The undriv¬ 
en organism has a surplus of en¬ 
ergy which must find outlet. 

How maturity dulls this keen 
desire for a thrill is explained by 
Dr. Edwin R. Guthrie of the Uni¬ 
versity of Washington in a new 
book “Psychology of Human Con¬ 
flict” (Harper.) 

Older people learn to conserve 
their energy for useful purposes. 
Excitement is less readily produc¬ 
ed and less necessary for produc¬ 
ing action. 

With repetition, excitement and 
enthusiasm normally yield to 
habit. 

“Romantic love,” said Dr. Guth¬ 
rie, “in so far as we mean by that 
a state of excitement and emotional 
stir, gives place in marriage to calm 
acceptance and a household rou¬ 
tine. 

“The husband or wife of several 
years’ standing who exhibits the 
symptoms manifest during court¬ 
ship—the heightened pulse, agita¬ 
tion, loss of appetite, inability to 
keep the mind on a task—would be 
a subject for interference by 
friends or for consultation with a 
psychiatrist.” 

War news can crowd everything 
else from the front page. Even the 
long awaited cure for cancer, if 
found today, would be less excit¬ 
ing. 

But those who have known war 
find in it no thrill; they remember 
only the horror and suffering. And 
an old war ceases to be even news. 
With excitement centered around 
Prague, people forgot what was 
happening in Spain or in China.

WASHINGTON.—In Arthur Ne- 

;ille Chamberlain, prime minister 

)f Great Britain, there are strange¬ 
ly intertwined the characteristics of 
feminine sentimentality and mas¬ 
culine arch-conservatism. This is 
the key to the policy he has follow¬ 
ed during these hectic days when 
the world teetered on the brink of 
war. 

When, with tears in his eyes, he 
stood on the floor of parliament 
describing the horror which faced 
the women and children of the 
world if negotiations with Hitler 
failed, his mind must have gone 
back to the days of his own tragic 
youth. 

Once before, speaking at Leeds 
as minister of health, Chamberlain 
had said: “One must remember 
what happens to the family when 
the mother is taken away, and 
there are young children left who 
never have the care and influence 
which a mother alone can exercise 
over them.” Then he added in a 
lower voice, “My own mother died 
in childbirth.” 

The death of his mother left a 
profound mark upon Neville Cham¬ 
berlain. He was six years old at 
the time, one of six children rang¬ 
ing from 16 to 2. A seventh child 
died a few hours after Chamber¬ 
lain’s mother and they were buried 
in the same coffin. 

Neville was the oldest son of the 
second Mrs. Chamberlain, and his 
father, the famous Joseph Cham¬ 
berlain of Queen Victoria’s day, 
took still a third wife, this time 
an American girl, Miss Mary Endi- 
cott, daughter of the secretary of 
war in President Cleveland’s cabi¬ 
net. 

The engagement had to be kept 
secret for some months, as Cleve¬ 
land was up for re-election and 
word that a daughter of one of 
his Cabinet was to marry the arch¬ 
enemy of Irish home rule was sure 
to have lost him the Irish-Ameri- 
can vote. 

During the engagement, Neville’s 
father wrote a letter to his fiancee 
which gives an insight into the 
Chamberlain family life. “After 
dinner,” he said, “I got down one 
of the farces I wrote a long time 
ago and read it to the family, who 
proved a most indulgent audience. 
Then Neville played to us a Lied 
of Mendelssohn’s and a part of a 
Sonata by Beethoven.” 
CHAMBERLAIN’S FATHER 

Old Joe Chamberlain was the 
first middle class Englishman to 
dominate Britain’s ruling class. De¬ 
scended from a family of brewers 
and ironmongers, he dictated em¬ 
pire policy for more than a decade 
and when he died he bequeathed 
to British politics two reactionary 
sons. 

Old Joe himself always was con¬ 
sidered a radical. He proposed 
that England adopt a constitution 
similar to that of the United States 
and advocated a close understand¬ 
ing with this country. He also tried 
to replace Britain’s traditional free 
trade with a policy of imperial 
preference. His sons were care¬ 
fully inculcated with the idea of 
perpetuating the fame and fortune 
of the empire and with it the fam¬ 
ily fame and fortune. 

Austen Chamberlain, the eldest 
son, was picked to follow in the 
footsteps of his father, and event¬ 


ually served as foreign minister. ! 
As such he followed a path diamet- 1 
rically opposite to his pro-German 
brother by cementing relations 
with France. And unlike his fa¬ 
ther, Austen snubbed the United 
States by negotiating a secret naval 
agreement with France, thereby 
causing Calvin Coolidge to order 
Frank B. Kellogg to avoid the Brit¬ 
ish isles during his trip to Paris in 
1928 to sign the Kellogg pact. 
HUMDRUM LIFE 

Neville, on the other hand, was 
picked to preserve the family for¬ 
tune. Politics was the last thing 
his family ever expected him to 
master. 

His first training was in the 
humdrum role of an accountant. 
Later he spent seven years as a 
virtual Robinson Crusoe on an isl¬ 
and of the Bahamas, inhabited by 
only three whites, where his fa¬ 
ther conceived the idea that he 
could grow sisal. The experiment 
failed, and the Chamberlain family 
wasted .'50,000 pounds together with 
seven of the best years of Neville 
Chamberlain’s life. 

After this he came home to man¬ 
ufacture metal berths for ships. 
For years, while his father and 
brother were playing brilliant roles 
in British politics, Neville Cham¬ 
berlain followed the prosaic career 
of ironmonger, the last person any¬ 
one dreamed would achieve the po¬ 
sition which both his father and 
brother so coveted—prime minis¬ 
ter. 

Envious of his brother’s oratori¬ 
cal fluency, Neville used to say: 
“Austen sits in an easy chair, reads 
a chapter or two of a novel, scrib¬ 
bles a note or two and goes to 
sleep—and his speech is made.” 

Neville meanwhile practiced at 
the Birmingham debating society, 
struggled with speeches on city 
health and the care of expectant 
mothers, finally became mayor of 
Birmingham, an office perviously 
held by seven members of his fam¬ 
ily—his father, five uncles and a 
cousin. 

Always cautious, he was 40 when 
he married, 50 when finally he en¬ 
tered politics.

ANOTHER ORANGE SOLUTION 

To the Editor: Please let a fel¬ 
low who probably doesn’t know 
what he is talking about get an 
idea off his chest. 

Your paper has been filled with 
stories concerning the problems of 
the orange grower. The supply of 
oranges exceeds the demand, 
thereby depressing the price—and 
the grower, too. 

To increase the price of oranges 
the supply must be limited or the 
demand increased. 

The first, limiting the supply, 
is very painful, involving reducing 
the acreage or destroying part of 
the crop. 

My idea concerns the second 
way out; that is, increasing the 
demand. 

Fresh orange juice is the most 
tasty, the most healthful and the 
most widely favored of all fruit 
juices. 

With all respects to the gentle¬ 
men who can fruit juices. It must 
be admitted that while canned or¬ 
ange juice has made great strides 
in overcoming chemical problems 
in recent years it still is not equal 
to the juice fresh from the fruit. 

But squeezing and straining 
fresh orange juice is quite a job 
for the average housewife who is 
used to every handy electrical 
gadget. It takes 15 minutes to 
produce enough orange juice for 
the breakfast of a family of four 
—and who in this busy age has 
that much time before breakfast? 

What the Industry needs is a 
cheap, efficient, eIectric.ally-oper- 
ated orange juice squeezer into the 
hopper of which the housewife can 
dump a dozen oranges about the 
time she starts the coffee. She 
turns a switch and the machine 
cuts up the fruit, extracts the 
juice, dumps the pulp and skins 
into a container and pours the 
strained oranges juice into a 
pitcher. The machine should re¬ 
quire as little work as possible In 
cleaning and should automatically 
shut off its own switch when the 
last orange was squeezed. 

If five million American homes 
had these devices and the retail 
price of oranges was held down 
.sufficiently to keep them out of 
the luxury class in the east, there 
would be no problem of overpro¬ 
duction right now. 

So, there’s an idea for an inven¬ 
tor.

Yet we are hearing talk daily 
now that .savors of the heart 
rather than the head. 

For three successive years the 
in(lu.stry has had tough going. 
Once it was wind, then frost, now 
low price. Why the low price? 
In that question lies the crux of 
most of the present talk and rea- 
•son for certain activities now un¬ 
derway. Well, why the low price? 

Shall we answer or shall we 
beat around the bush? Let’s see 
if it can be an.swered briefly. Low 
orange prices are ’current this 
year becau.se: ( 1 ) because of self- 
i.shne.ss from within; (2) because 
the marketing associations can't 
cooperate; (3) becau.se the indus¬ 
try lacks a Will Hays or a Kene- 
saw Mountain Landis. 

Now mind you, this isn't in¬ 
tended to be an exhaustive study 
of conditions. Plenty of contribut¬ 
ing factors exist. But the.se three 
are basic and are at least one 
individual’s concept of the diffi¬ 
culty. Suppose we elaborate more 
fully. 

The charge of selfishness may 
cau.se back hair to bristle with 
the thin-skinned. It isn't intended 
as an insult. But the face remains 
that this constant planting of new 
acreage In an industry already 
oversupplied with a commodity can 
represent but one of two things- 
bad judgment or the wish to “horri 
m” at the trough at the expense 
of the other fellow. Another 
threatening piactice In the in¬ 
dustry is the obvious inabllitv 
to agree on and adhere to 
a deep cut proprate figure in a 
year of over-production and poor 
buying power. Some comply with 
the scale set; others find ways of 
“getting by.” 

The charge merges Into point 
number tow. Competition is said 
to be the lifeblood of trade. Like 
all generalities that one is sub¬ 
ject to exceptions. Competition

Dorsey, as he did by spending four 
years in coilege. I recommended 
the book not long ago to a busi¬ 
ness man. After reading it, ha 
came to me with great enlhu.siasin 
and said: "You know, that book 
has changed my life,” I said: 
"How?” "Well,” he replied, "I run 
a store and I’ve had the stocking 
department in the .same prjsilion 
in the front of the store for 35 
years. After reading the book, I 
felt I was getting into a rut, .so 
I've changed the storking depart¬ 
ment, and we all sell with renewed 
enthusiasm.”
